| would be grateful if you could provide me with: 


1. Information relevant to the recruitment process or processes which led to the engagement of Susan 
O’Connor, Claire Gitsham, Matthew Benter, Phillip Allaway, Rupert Burns and Tuan Van Le as National 
Judicial Registrars in the Federal Court of Australia. 

2. Information relevant to the recruitment process or processes which led to the engagement of Tim Luxton, 
Murray Belcher and Russell Trott as National Judicial Registrar and District Registrars in the Federal Court of 
Australia 

3. Information relevant to the recruitment process or processes which led to the engagement of Rohan Muscat : 
and Caitlin Wu to National Registrar positions in the Federal Court of Australia. | 
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The information about each process should include, at a minimum: 


-  gazettal notifications of the advertised vacancy and redeployment register check for the vacancies to which 
each of the abovenamed persons was appointed; 

- position descriptions for the positions to which each of the abovenamed persons was appointed (or a single 
position description with your confirmation that this was the position description for all relevant positions, 
should that be the case); 

~ all applications received in each process (i.e. CV, written application, supporting documents provided by all 
candidates, including unsuccessful candidates, for each position); 

- details of pane] members and role (including confirmation as to who was the APS Commissioner’s 
representative for each process); 

- panel deliberations and reports for each process, including comparative assessment of suitable candidates, 
individual assessments of interviewed/shortlisted candidates, and shortlisting information for unsuccessful 
candidates; 

- letters of offer and letters of appointment for the abovenamed persons; 

~ confirmation of starting salary and work level (e.g. APS6, Executive Level 2, SES Band 1) of each of the 
abovenamed persons upon commencement in the position; and 

- any other documents considered as part of the recruitment of the abovenamed persons. 


Many thanks for your assistance in providing me this information, which will assist me in determining next steps. At 
this point, | am in a “fact-finding” stage and may need to come back to you seeking further information once these 
documents have been received and considered. To allow me to deliberate on the disclosures and examine the 
information from you, | would be grateful for receipt of the requested materials by cob 18 September 2020. 


It is important to note that under the PID Act it is an offence to take reprisal action against any person on the basis 
that they or any other person made, or may have made, a disclosure under the PID Act, or to reveal the identity of a 
discloser. Given this and the sensitive nature of PID investigations, | would therefore appreciate your discretion in 
actioning this request, and ask that this correspondence, and all information relating to this PID investigation, is 
treated ona confidential and need-to-know basis only.
